"I would not care to answer that," said 
Mr. Davies, after some hesitation. "All I 
have to go by are Ward's statesmen ts In 
litigation his figures might be taken ; but in 
stating anything for publication there is a 
special responsibility which I do not care to 
assume because I cannot verify the accuracy 
of Ward's figures. In many oases, where a 
profit appears to the credit of individuals, I 
have been informed by the persons them- 
selves that they did not receive so large a 
bonus, and besides that they lost their en- 
tire loan.
